Upon visiting the farm of Hon. Harris 
Lewis, of Herkimer Co., N. Y., early in Sep- 
tember, a guod opportunity was offered for 
nolng the effect of full feeding all the milk- 
ing season, to prevent any shrinkage at any 
time. Mr. L. is one of those dairymen who 
believe Luat grass is the cheapest and best 
tuod for producing milk, and that it pays to 
give milch cows all they can consume of it 
atali times.

| Becoming alarmed in June about his sup- 
ply of winter feed, he cut and stored in his | 
barn the first growth of orchard grass de- 
sixned tor early soiling, and, in conse quence, 
his cows fell off a little in their milk in the 
latter partof June.

Mr. L.’s herd 
is composed of natives, with a sprinkling of

ihe cows generally kept in the country. The 
whole cause of this superior flow lies in feed- 
ing to maintain it when others allowed their 
cows to shrink. 





THE TROPHY TOMATO. 


For several years past we have been an- 
nually greeted with the announcement of 
some tomato “froma week to ten days 
earlier than anything extant.” Had ali 
these recommendations been just we should 
doubtiess have had tomatoes by this time 
| that would ripen in the open air by the first 

cf May; but we still have to wait till July 
for such fruit. I have tried a nunrber of 
| these new kinds, and while many are good, 
none, or not more than one, is permanently 
so. The New York Market, lilden and 
Gen. Grant, have been raised in adjoining 
lots the same season, with perhaps not half 
a day’s difference in their ripening, and dif- 
fering so little in appearance that specimens 
selected from all three, when mixed, could 
not be pp, distinguished. All wore 
good but none had the superiority in either 
quality or the season. Some of the newer 
kinds even fall below them in excellence. 
But inthe Trophy I think we have a real 
acquisition. Though perhaps but little if 
any earlier than those others, is pecutiarly 
excelient as to quality. It makes a good 
stout, vigorous growth, bears enormous 
crops of large sized, good shaped, smooth 
fruit. Itis the most solid, having the few- 
est seed for the size of the fruit of any to- 
mato I have seen. With me it also has the 
good quality*of ripening all over at the 
same time. Taking it ali together I regard 
it as the best and most profitable tomato I 
have ever seen, and I would recommend all 
who value this esculent to procure some seed 
for next year's planting. —Cor. [nd. Farmer. 





Mice IN Horseps.—When mice get in- 
to frames, as they often do, they produce a 
fearful amount of mischief in a few days, if 
not destroyed. This may easily he done by 
mixing sugar and butter or lard smoothly 
together in which a little strychnine is in- 
corporated, spread this on thin slices of 
bread, and cut into small cubes and distrib- 
ute them among the plants, and at the same 
time, place versels of water in some conven- 
ient place, where they may drink.

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WASHING BUTTER. 


During the past year, several of your cor- 
respondents have strongly advised never to 
wash butter. I have not been beguiled by 
them, having before experimented sufficient- 
ly: but as 1 am anxious to learn and adopt 
any improvement, I would like to learn how, 
during June, July and August, butter can be 
manufactured without washing to keep 
sweet for six or eight months. My cattle 
breathe the purest air, have a sweeter and 
more nutritious herbage than found ina 
moister climate; no swamp grass an abun- 
dance vf pure spring water, and the cleanli- 
ness of milk house and utensils is evinced 
by the fact that with the thermometer rang- 
ing during the day at from 90 to 100 deg. in 
the shade, milk kept perfectly sweet for 
forty eight hours. Icannot make butter 
that wi!l keep without washing, no matter 
how well worked, but made kept under the 
same conditions, but well washed, I have no 
difficulty in producing a good article. It 
has seemed to me that the loss of flavor and 
aroma, said to be due to washing, is attribu- 
table rather to the salt. Ican never dis- 
cover the nutty flavor and aroma as plain 
after salting; but it seems to meto be 
plainer after washing than before.—New 
Mexico in Rural New Yorker. 


CHARCOAL FOR PouLttRy.—The benefit 
which fowls derive from eating charcoal is, 
L believe, acknowledged. 
putting it before them is, however, not well 
understood, Pounded charcoal is not in the 
shape in which fowls usually find their food, 
and consequently is not very enticing to 
them. 

I have found that corn burnt on the cob, 
and the refuse—which consists almost en- 
tirely of the grains reduced to charcoal, and 
still retaining their perfect shape—placed 
before them, is greedily eaten by them, with 
a marked improvement in their health, as is 
shown by the brighter color of their combs, 
and their sooner producing a greater aver- 
age of eggs tothe flock than before.—<S. 
Rufus Mason, in the Poultry World.

CookED MEAT FOR Fow.s.—Fowls as 
well as dogs, become quarrelsome if fed on 
raw meat. Besides, cooking makes it more 
nutritious. When raw,it is rather harsh 
and crude, compared with the mild natural 
diet of worms and grubs, which are for the 
most part, soft and easily dissolved by di- 
gestion. :

A SHORTHORN CROSS. 

“T hate kept them pure, crossed the 
shorthorn cow with the Devon bull, and 
crossed the Devon cow with the Shorthorn 
bull. Ineither way they have made a larger 
return, and paid for their meat muh better 
than the pure Devon; but by far the great- 
est success has been to commence with the 
Devon or native cow and pwre Shorthorn 
bull, and forever after using the Shorthorn 
bull. I have also used the Devon bull on 
the cross from the Devon cow and Shorthorn 
bull; but the progeny rapidly declined, and 
no trace of the Shorthorn remained. In 
these days of grgat consumption and high 
prices, it does*net pay to stick to stock the 
breed of which requires four or five years to 
mature; but I am firmly of opinion that if 
pure Shorthorn bulis were used on the na- 
tive cows and their crosses in the different 
| distriets of the United Kingdom for a few 
years, our beef supplies would be doubled. 
Many farmers have a great horror of cross- 
ing their stock; whilst others admit that the 
first cross is all that they could wish, but 
| of er that it is all ‘gone goose’ with the 

next generation. Of such I would ask, have 
| you ever tried ? and, if so, how? and, with 
what object in view ? My theory has always 
been—and practice and observation have 
fully borne me out—that we can make al- 
most anything we like of our flocks and 
herds in a few yeors, by fully adhering to 
pure male animais of the kind we wish to 
resemble. If beef is our object, use pure 
high elass Shorthorn bulls always; never 
by any chance or pretence use a cross bred 
bull, even if he is the best animal you can 
| procure, and if the crosa were only once a 
| dozen generations back. It is the 
cross bred males on cross bred females that 
has made so many people distrustful of any 
but the first. Lwish to lay great stress on 
the using of pure bred Shorthorn bulls, by 
which I do not exclusively mean those fancy 
| pricec bessts that figure so prominently in 
the agricultural periodicals, but ones select- 
ed from a good herd, where pedigree sires 
have been used for at least twenty years on 
cows of undoubtful Shorthorn ‘hlood, and 
that have not been artificially forced. It is 
not difficult to purchase hundreds of such

JARE OF SHEEP. 


Itis a very common thing among far- 
|} mers who keep sheep to have a lot of old} 
run down ewes which are either let die dur- 
ing the winter or are sold for a mere tnifle. 
In my practice it has been an obiect) with 
me to avoid either of these. By sorting out 
such as presenta run down appearance, or 
show signs ot old age, and putting them} 
by themselves, with a iittle grain being fed | 
during the early fall months, they can be} 
got into good condition for wintering, and 
by being fed a little extra may be made fit 
for the butcher by shearing time. If this 
course is pursued from year to year, it will 
be a great help towards improving the flock. 
besides amply repaying for all the trouble 
and expense incurred. 
| In order to have lambs go into winter 
uarters in good condition it is important 
| that they should receive proper atteation in 
| time. Not only should they have good pas- 
jture to run on, but they should be fed a 
| smali quantity of grain at least once a day, 
| Oats or rye is preferable t» corn; and if in- 
| clined to sour, a little wheat bran is an ex- 
‘cellent thing to give them. A smali por- 
| tion of salt should be put in their feed, which 
will give them a better relish for it. By pur- 
suing this course, they will grow very fast, 
jand smal., weak lambs will become strong 
and thrifty; and when winter sets in they 
| will be so trained to eat that it will be a 
pleasure to tend them. They should be 


quently come during the full months, when 
a little nice hay should be put into the racks 
for them to pick at. . 

Asa general rule it is better to have 
lambs in two flocks. as the stronger ones 
wil, crowd the small ones out if left togeth- 
er. An old pasture of biue grass and tm- 
othy is better for them to run on than mead- 
ows, as there is inclination toscour. Clover 
pastures should always be avoiled. I have 
found from experience that it is much easier 
taking lambs through the winter that were 
taken care of immediately after being sepa- 
rated from the ewes, than those that were 
left in amanner to shift for themselves.— 
Cor. Germantown Telegraph.

BEE HvUSES. 


The Canada Farmer gives the following 
sensible advice upon the propriety of spend- 
ing money on a bee-house : 


“ Don't build a bee house for the follow- 
ing reasons : 

1. They harbor toads, mice, moths and 
other insects. 

2. They huddje the hives together so 
closely that various evils ensue. Young 
queeus on returning from tweir “ bridal 
tour,” are apt to go into the wrong hives 
and get killed. In case of astock becoming 
excited from any cause, the adjacent hives 
are pretty sure to become excited also, un- 
ul the entire apiaty becomes infuriated and 
unmanageable. Robbing is more likely to 
tuke pluce when bees are crowded together. 
Just as families that live in close proximity 
to ove another acquire a more jutimate 
knowledge of each other's affuirs than as if 
they were at a greater distance apart, so 
when hives are pul close together, weakness 
is discovered and advantage taken of it. 
Moreover, bees, like human beings are less 
apt to quarrel if they live sume distance 
apart. 

3. There is a more excellent way. A 
properly made bee hive is a little house in 
1iseif, and is impervious to rain and storm. 
All that is needed is a partial shade, to tem- 
por the too violent rays of the sun on hot 
summer days. This can usually be got 
‘among the fruit trees of an orchard, or the 
shade trees of a lawn or shrubbery, One of 
the best bee keepers we know, practices 
and recommends the planting of a gra 
vine beside every aive. ‘This will furnish ail 
the shade required. A position so chosen 
that the morning and evening sun will fall 
| fwil on the hive while the noonday blize 1s 
rintercepted, exactly meets the case. In such 
|® position the bees will begin work with the 
first gieam of sunshine, and continee it un- 
|tit the latest beam of the evening, while 
‘there will be no cessation of labor be- 
cause of excessive noontide heat. Set 
| well and widely apart. Each hive is a sepa- 
arate and independent community, With 
pertial shade and a good exposure, the bees 
will do much better than if made tenants of 
a bec-house.

Every barn should 
have a good cellar to manufacture manure ;

which we c'n draw at any time ; and hauled 
up and spread on dry, gravelly land, to freeze 
and thaw through the winter, gives good re- 
turns, The vineyard should be trimmed 
now and the vines laid down on the ground, 
but should not be covered. The peach trees 
must have a few shovelfulls of dirt around 
the base to keep off the water in winter. I 
have used ground bone with good results 
around vines and peach trees. I also use 
three hundred pounds of salt and fifty 
pounds of saltpetre to three hundred trees, 
which promotes moisture, kills insects and 
isa good fertilizer. I sold last season one 
hundred and five bushels of Crawfords and 
Hale’s Early. I think the peach con be 
reised with success if proper care is taken. 
| am now covering up gravel and intend to 
cart on to wy cranberry yard this wintr 
and spread on the ice, some two hundred 
loads. Cranberry vines will soon become 
barren unless something is placed upon 
them to keep them down; they then take 
new roots and produce well. November is 
a busy month, as much should be done that 
cannot be done during the rest of the winter.
